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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 1-15 are presented for examination. Claims 1 and 4 have been amended; 
claim 15 is a newly added claim. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 1-3 and 1 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Logan et al. (US 5,721 ,827). 

4. As per claim 1 , Logan teaches the invention substantially as claimed including a 
first storage device [107, Fig. 1] for storing units of primary information [col. 3, lines 4- 
18]; a user operable interface [118, Fig. 1] for making selections from the stored units of 
primary information to be processed and/or from functions to be invoked [col. 10, line 51 
-col. 11, line 35; col. 14, line 64 -col. 15, line 14]; a second storage device [109, Fig. 
1] and personalizing means for deriving from said selections personalizing information 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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from other than the mere fact that the selected units were selected in order to store the 
personalizing information in second storage device [col. 5, lines 50-67], 

5. As per claim 2, Logan teaches that the personalizing means are arranged to 
maintain a link between a respective unit of said primary information and a respective 
unit of the personalizing information [col. 5, lines 50-67]. 

6. As per claim 3, Logan teaches that the device includes presentation means for 
presenting information, the personalizing means being arranged to present a respective 
unit of personalizing information which is linked to a respective unit of primary 
information while the respective unit of primary information is being processed [col. 4, 
lines 34-47; col. 10, line 49 - col. 11, line 35]. 

7. As per claim 1 1 , Logan teaches that the deriving serves to personalize stored 
units of primary information corresponding to the selections to form personalizing 
information [col. 14, lines 64 -col. 15, line 15]. 

8. As per claims 12 and 13, Logan teaches that the second storage device is in 
communication connection with the first storage device [col. 3, lines 5-9; col. 4, lines 3- 

n 
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9. As per claim 14, Logan teaches the personalizing information comprises an e- 
mail address [col. 14, line 64 -col. 15, line 1]. 

10. As per claim 15, Logan teaches the information-processing device is a mobile 
unit [col. 6, lines 32-44]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim 1 , but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

12. Claims 4 and 6-1 0 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

1 3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-15 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
